VECT FOR PEACE. 


McKinley to Mediate — iritish War} 
Loan Naval Brigade at Durban 
Shows Signs of Wear and Tear, 


PROS-, 


London, March 11,—It wes learned! 
late this afternoon that the peace | 
rumors had been founded on thi fact, | i 
that President Kruger had appealed | 
to Lord Salisbury for acessation of hos- 
tilities, offering at length by cable, the 
terms which he was willing to accept. 

It was understood that President | 
Krager's advances had met with an 
empbatic rejection at the hands of | 
Lord Salisbury, who was believed to 
have said that no such attempt to re- | 
tain the independence of the Transvaal 
should be considered for a moment by | 
the British government. 

From various quarters come signs of 
the possibility of peace in Soath Africa | 
beiag shortly within the bounds of 
practical politics. All the dispatches | 
from Lord Roberts’ headquarters, in 
eluding those of the commander-in 
chief him self, indicate the lack of a 
guiding spirit among the Poors and in- 
dividual demoralization, porrnding | 
disintegration unless speedily steanmed. 

In the meinwhile the British are 
not staying their advances Lord Rob- 
erts has moved ten mics nearer Bloen- 
fontein, evidently with the view ot 
seizing the ratiroad, With this he 
could reach the Free State capital in 
three or four days and begin repairing 
the ratiroad soathward to meet the 
British advance trom Cape Colony, 
Which is expected to be hastened as 
soon as Gren. White takes control The 
British occupied Jamestown noopposed 
on Thorsday, March §, and the Boers 
are reported to bs retreatiug bevond 
Aliwei North, so Cape Colony is prac- 
tically clear of armed Boers

Elevator Commission Report Received. 

Ottawa, March %.—The commi-sion 
appointed to investigate the clevator 
and warehouse question in the North- 
west has now reported. This report 
provides fora very fall and thorough 
solution of the various points which 
have heretofore given rise to difficulties 
in connection with the transportation 
and shipment of grain. It deals fully 
eleva- 
tore, weighing grain in and out of such 
elevators, appointments of public 
weigh masters, and in fact the entire 
subject of handling grain in terminal 
elevators and warehonses for the protec- 
tion of the producers and shippers of 
#ram. The question of flat warehouses 
is also dealt with and it is recommend: 
ed that practically complete freedom in 
the construction cf flat warehouses be 
accorded. 

Mr. Siftop has prepared a bill in ac- 
cordance with the report of the commis- 
sion, which will be introduc d and ear- 
ried through the house by Sir Henri 
Joly minister of inland revenue, under 
whose * partment the subject naturally 
comes. ‘The minister of the interior 
anticipates that the bill as drawn, witn 
such amendments as might be sugyest- 
ed, by the western members of parlia- 
ment, When it is before committee, 
will fully meet with the desires of the 
farmers of the west, and will remove 
to a very great extent, if not entirely, 
the various causes of friction and dis- 
satisfaction which have existed in the 
past.
